home on West Miioon street Although be 
Lad been seriously ill for a period ot six 
weeks, due to an attack of tho grip, death 
came htiddenly to Mr. May, and at a time 
when the members of the family believed 
that he was gaining strength. Mrs. May, 
the devoted wife, and S. D. May, had as- 
sisted the sick man to arise from his bed, 
when it nppcared that he hud suddenly 
become weak and helpless 
He wns 


placed In bed and a messenger wns hast- 
ily sent for Dr. E J. Brown, who re- 
sponded at cnco. But it was too late 
Mr. May passed away and was beyond the 
power and skill of tho doctor. 
The Gieat 


Physician had entered the homo nnd hnd 
taken away husband and father. 
Tho 


end had come, 


During his Illness much solicitude was 


felt far Mr May. 
Tho attack of the grip 


was followed by pneumonia. 
There were 


days when It seemed thar ho would soon 
be up again, but he would bo taken worse 
agnin. 


Mr. May was a native of York county, 


Pennsylvania, where he was born May 5, 


1845, 
being in the B2d year of his age. 


He came to Illinois with bis parents, Mr 
and Mrs Henry May in 1848 or 1849 and 
settled with them on a farm In Wheatland 
township, growing to young manhood 
there. Later his father abandoned farm 
life and came to Deoatur, engaging in the 
grocery business on East Main street. In 
1871 he took bis son, Henry, into partner- 
ship with him and they were engaged In 
the business together for several years, 
when the father retired nnd S. D. May be- 
came a partner in the flrm it tbon being 
known as H F May and Bio'her.

partnership existed at the time of the 
senior member's death.

The trial, which begun on July 93 and 


lasted until November 1, was one of tbe 
most celebrated in criminal jurisprudence, 
Nearly 1200 talesmen were examined be- 
fore a juty was scoured, and six weeks 
passed before tho taking of testimony was 
begun. Tbe 
evidence throughout was 


circumstantial, but wben taken together, 
formed a chain so strong as to admit of 
no reasonable doubt, in tbe minds of tho 
jury, who, after 30 minutes' deliberation, 
found Durrani guilty. 


Durrant was first sentenced to bo 


hanged February 31, 189(i. His attorneys 
made a strong flght for his life, but the 
state supremo court aflirmed tbe verdict, 
and he was sentenced to bo hanged June 
11,1897. Tbe oaso was then taken to 
tho supreme court of the United States, 
which settled Durrant's fate by sustaining 
the decision of tbe United States circuit 
court of California, denying o, writ of 
habeas corpus.

Washington to have Dnrrant executed at 
once without waiting for the mandate of 
tho court 
He was brought before Judge 


13ahrs of the superior court Wednesday 
morning and re-scntonoed to be hanged 
November 13. 


The prisoner was brought before Judge 


Bahrs of tho superior court on November 
10 and ro-seutencod to bo hanged Novem- 
ber 13,"but tho state supreme court stayed 
tbo execution and modified Judge Bahrs' 
order, and December 15 Judge Babr re- 
florjtencoil Durrant to bo banged today. 
Since that time every legal technicality 
has boen availed of by tbe attorneys to 
again cheat tho executioner. Appeals of 
all sorts wero made to tbe courts, state 
and federal, including the circuit and su- 
preme courts of the United States, with- 
out avail, 
Finally, yesterday Durrant's 


attorneys secured from tbe United States 
circuit court leave to fllo a bill of excep- 
tions. This request granted, the attor- 
neys hastened to San Quontln and served 
notice on the warden of tbe penitentiary, 
claiming that tbo order of the court acted 
as a stay of execution, but the attorney 
general held otherwise. H» ordered the 
warden to proceed with the execution. 
Tbo final appeal to Governor Bndd yester- 
day also resulted in absolute refusal to In- 
torfero. 


Durrant was never tried for the murder 


of Miss Williams, but tbe svldenoe of bis 
guilt was as conclusive as in the Lamont 
ease.

the prosecution was that Durrant mur- 
dered Miss Wllliainp to conceal tbe mur- 
der of Miss Lamont.

when the latter takes the field.
